RAILROAD CONDUCTORS. 


A Kew Order WJti<fh Will Improve the 
Kclations Between All Classes 
of Kail way Employes. 


N E W Y O I Í K , July 1 2 . — A new organi- 
zation of railroad conductors -will prob- 
ably be completed at a meeting in the 
Coleman house in this city to-moirow, 
which is destined in all probability, to 
improve greatly the relation, not only 
between railroad conductors and their 
employers, but between all classes of 
railroad employes and their companies, 
if the example of the members of the 
new association is largely followed, as 
seems likely. 


The organization of the new associa- 
tion was brought about by what was 
done at the annual convention of the 
order of railroad conductors, held last 
month at Kochester, 
According to the 
story told by one of the eldest and 
most conservative conductors on the 
Mor ris & Essex division of the Dela- 
ware, liackawanna & Western railroad, 
which^was fully corroborated by others, 
the rules of the old association con- 
tained a clause which absolutely pro- 
hibited the members from engaging in 
a strike. 
For about three years the 
western members have been trying to 
get that non-striking clause eliminated 
from the rules of the order and this year 
they succeeded in doing so by a vote of 
210toG6, thus making the association, 
it is asserted, a striking organization. 
As soon as that was accomplished the 
delegate 
from 
the 
Moses 
Taylor 
division. 
No. 
168, 
which 
com- 
prises the conductors on the Morris 
and Essex division of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railroad, with- 
drew from the ai^sociation. 
The New 
York and New Haven conductors fol- 
lowed suit. Then the men, who secured 
the elimination of the 
anti-striking 
clause, saw that there would probably 
be a serious desertion from their ranks 
and they substituted for the non-striking 
clause a resolution on the 
subject, 
which, it is asserted, means neither one 
thing nor the other, but, in fact, per- 
mits the men to strike as iadividuals 
without compelling the minority 
to 
abide by the will of the majority on a 
question of striking. 


Immediately after the Rochester con- 
vention a meeting of the members of 
Moses Taylor division of railroad con- 
ductors was called. 
Seventeen mem- 
bers out of about sixty-üve attended 
(seven v/ere a quorum) and resolved to 
give up their charter in the old oi'gani- 
zation, which was accordingly done. 
The resolution, therefore, was adopted 
by a vote of fourteen to two, 
one 
not voting. 
In the meantime steps had 
already been taken for the formation of 
a new national association. 
A meeting 
was held at the Coleman house in con- 
junction with a number of conductors of 
the New York and New Haven railroad, 
who also unanimously surrendered their 
charter in the old order, and the Inde- 
pendent Order of Railroad Conductors 
was fairly launched. Calvin S. Wheaton, 
of Elmira, N. Y., was elecited president 
of 
the 
grand 
division 
of 
the 
new association, and E. D. Nash, vice- 
president. 
The other officers will be 
elected to-morrow, and a constitution 
and by-laws, etc., be adopted. 


At present the new order consists of 
but two divisions: Moses Taylor No. 2. 
which comprises at present about iifty- 
five conductors on the Morris and Es- 
sex division of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western railroad (they took 
the same name as in the old association) 
and New Haven division No. 1, com- 
prising 101 conductors on the consoli- 
dated Houeatonic system. 
Some of the 
members of the old Order of Railroad 
Conductors, ridicule the idea of the new 
association succeeding and speak very 
bitterly against the men who 
have 
started it.

Morris, in New York, in matters not af- 
fecting the lottery interests. 
How the 
lottery question may be got 
into the 
United States supreme court on an ap- 
peal from the supreme court of the state 
is problematical. 
One plan is to man- 
damus the secretary of state to compel 
him to promulgate the proposed consti 
tutional amendments. An appeal would 
be to the supreme court of the state and 
thence to the supreme court of the 
United States with a' promise of litiga- 
tion in terminals. 
The next state elec- 
tion takes place in April, 1892, and the 
proposed amendments must be 
pro- 
mulgated in every parish in the state 
for three months preceding the election. 
The election would hardly be suspended 
pending appeals to higher courts.

The Mail Bobbery in the 
Northern 
Pacific Proves to Be J^arger TII:IEI 
Beported. 


J A M E S T O W N , N . D., July 1 2 . — O n the 
night of June 7th last, a Northern 
Pacific train was boarded near Now 
Salem, N. D., by two masked men, who 
terrorized the train men and got away 
with several pouches of registered mail 
matter. 
One of the robbers was after- 
ward oaptured by a sheriff's posse. 
On 
his person was found a gold ring and 
gold watch taken from the mail sacks 
and only about one hundred dollars in 
money. 
He was taken to jail at Dickio- 
son and kept there for a few days, a.nd 
for greater security, removed by the in- 
spector to Fargo. 
The men had evi- 
dently divided their swag before strut- 
ing so that in case of separation each 
would have his share. 


Inspector Watkins knows by this time 
the amount they secured. 
The jiub- 
lifihed estimate of .i:5,000 or $6,000 as the 
amount is but the rudest gues-. 
It is 
believed that the robbers got away with 
nearer $ 5 0 , 0 0 0 . 
The registered pouches 
were discovered, on the trail, to have 
been burned, and near by the spot a 
gun was found, abandoned as too cum- 
bersome, 
Believing that part of tlio 
money at least had been concealed by 
the captured robber, or rather, thrown 
away, during his short fiight after dis- 
covery, Inspector Watkins left this city, 
taking one assistant wiili him, and on 
Sunday morning last reached the spot 
on the bank of the stream where they 
captured their man. 
Recent rains had 
oaused a heavy growth of grass and the 
wind had been 
sweeping 
over 
the 
place 
since 
June 
10, 
but 
after 
a days search, over a space of about four 
a3res, the shrewdness of the iusptctor 
was rewarded by finding in torn bits 
and ragged pieces, a large amount of 
currency. 
One wad contained a big 
bill—$1,000. 
There were found numer- 
ous .^10 and .^20 bills more or less muti- 
lated in the prairie grass, kneo heigh. 
The whole bundle had been dropped in 
oae place, and, in the robbers haste, not 
securely hid. 
Coyottes or gaphers had 
torn and separated tlie money and tlie 
wind had scattered it. 
The amount re- 
covered, the inspector will not disclose, 
but it runs into the thousands. 
The 
other robber is afc large yet, and is the 
leader. 
He is known as a marvellously 
clever craksman, with a romantic career. 
He is daring, self possessed, has figured 
in criminal annals of the west, but nevi r 
convicted, and has killed his man. 
The 
fellow in jail is also a murderer. 
He re- 
fuses to make any statement.

The Pestiferous Sparrows, 


Alexander MeComas writes thus to the 
Baltimore American: 
"I am not a farm- 
er, though born on a farm. I think, if 
the farmers would look into this 'plenty 
of straw but little wheat,' they would 
not complain of nature or bad season, &c., 
but find the great fault to be the terrible 
nuisance, the English sparrows, which 
concrregate in thousands on the wheat 
field at times, and pick out the grain of 
wheat when in the milky state. I think 
a thousand or so of these sparro-ws will 
ruin a field in a few hours, so far as a 
yield of grain is concerned. I have seen 
them in large flocks on the wheat fields 
in this vicinity. I remember some years 
ago the planters of the South had to em- 
ploy a number of men and boys with 
guns to drive off the rice birds to pre- 
vent the destraction of their rice crop, 
and these sparrows are ten timev more 
destructive than the rice bird."

Attracting' and Destroying Insects 
b y Means of an Intoxicating- E x - 
udation—A 
Plant -which Crushes 
Its Prey to Death. 


The Government has been going quite 
extensively of late into the propagation 
of whiskey shops and lager beer saloons. 
Its laboratory employed for this purpose 
is the National Botanical Garden here; 
for the lager beer and whiskey shops re- 
ferred to are purely of a vegetable na- 
ture. 
They are, in fact, nothing more 
or le.ss than plants of a very extraordinary 
descri])tion, which devote their attention 
exclusively to the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicants. 


You would be struck at once with the 
curious appearance of one of these vegeta- 
ble Avhiskey shops if you sa-iv it standing 
in a big flower pot, carrj-ing on the 
end of each of its long green leaves a 
pitcher-shap^'d receptacle.

up, which are devoured with relish. Thi 
butcher plant is found in North Carolina, 
and nowhere else in the world. 
Fears 
are entertained that it will jiass out ol 
existence before long, for there is verj 
little of it existing in a wild state, and 
attempts to raise it from seed have not 
thus far been veiy successful. 
A curious 
thing about it is that it will have regulai 
fits of dyspepsia if such indigestibles as 
salt pork or the heads of bluebottle flies 
are fed to it. The clam-shell leaves will 
turn black and die after consuming tha* 
sort of food. 
One evidence of the in- 
telligence of the plant is afl'orded by the- 
judgment it exhibits in its diet. If a piet;« 
of paper just the size of a fly is introduceo 
between a ])air of the little jaws they wil! 
close greedily upon it, but will immedi- 
ately open again, the discovery having 
evidently been made that the capture 
was not edible.—[WashingtonStar.

At all 
events he pays for his drink with his life 
and leaves his corpse in the ])itcher to 
sustain by ab.-^orption the healthful exis- 
tence of the plant. 
And it is just for 
this object—to entrap customers for food 
— that the ]:)lant prepares its licjuor. 
'What the said li(juor is composed of. 
chemically speaking-, attempts are now 
being made to lind out l)y analysis. So 
far it is only known that it is a powerful 
and 
palatable 
intoxicant. 
How much 
the insects enjoy it you can perceive by 
looking into the pitchers, where youwifl 
often find in each recej)tacle hundreds of 
bugs of all descriptions.

rains, so that i t is n o t very i n t o x i c a t i n g . 
H o w e v e r , t h e drink is i n t e n d e d t o attract 
t h e insect customers a n d n o t t o p o i s o n 
t h e m . 
Patrons, 
crawling- 
i n t o t h e 
pitcher, t a k e a drink, a n d , w i t h o u t feel- 
i n g i t g o t o their h e a d s very m u c h , 
start 
to w a l k out again. 
B u t , unfortunately, 
the whole inside of the pitcher is lineei 
with strong, hairy projections, all point- 
ing downward toward the liquor and 
away from the brim. 
It was easy 
enough to walk downward, but when the 
victim attempts to go upw^ard and out 
again the hairs obstruct his progress so 
eli'ectualiy that he finally tumbles back 
into the drink and is miserably drowned. 
That is the way the vegetable lager beer 
saloon captures its customers—by drown- 
ing. 


Another fascinating plant now being 
propagated at the botanical garden is the 
"butcher," which kills the insects and 
such things that it feeds upbn by crush- 
ing them alive, 
afterward consuming 
them at its leisure. 
This is considered 
to be of all vegetables the one exhibiting 
an intelligence most nearly approaching 
that which animals possess. 
Its appear- 
ance is not impressive, save for its pecu- 
liarity. 
Growing along the ground, it 
has for leaves little green things shaped 
like open clam shells, the biggest of them 
half an inch long, with a row of little 
spikes around each edge. As you observe 
the plant most of the clam shells will be 
open, waiting for food, each of them a 
greedy mouth ready to devour anything 
that may crawl in. 
Here comes an ant. 
Perhaps he will walk into one of these 
pairs of yawning jaws. . Yes, there he 
goes into the big one attracted by the 
stigary excretion on the inside of the 
miniature clam shell, which serves for a 
bait. 
The victim reaches the middle 
point between the jaws and comes in 
contact with six microscopic hairs that 
grow inside the clam shell leaf and serve 
the plant as feelers. 
Immediately the 
jaws close with a snap, the two rows of 
spikes folding over the shut edge of the 
clam shell so as to ^ive the prey no chance 
of escape. 
If the insect were much big- 
ger and stronger than an ant he would be 
quickly crushed to death. 
It may be 
some 
hours 
before the jaws 
will 
open again, the clam shell leaf be- 
ing occupied meanwhile in digesting 
the food captured. 
All the leaves of 
the plant being engaged continually in 
waiting for prey, catching it and digest- 
ing it, it makes a very good living in- 
deed where bugs are plentiful. 
In the 
greenhoases there are comparatively few 
insects, however, and the head gardener 
feeds his butcher plant from day to day 
with such delicacies fu finely chopped or

Respecting the plan of Colonel Lan- 
das for fertilizing the African desert by 
means of wells, Sir R. Lambert Playfair, 
in the course of a consular tour in Tunis, 
has visited the ground where the first 
well was sunk, and reports most favorably 
as to the success of the project.

Spans a Cavern Forty-five Feet 
Wide in Arizona, 


Among the great American Avonders, 
says George F. Kunz in his "Gems and 
Precious Stones in Nortli America," is 
the silicified forest known as Chalcedony 
Park, situated eight miles south of Cor- 
rizio, a station on the xVtlantic and Pa- 
cific Railroad, in Ajjache County, Arizona. 
The countiy formation is sanelstone on 
volcanic ash, and the trees are exposed 
in gulches and basins, where the water 
has Avorn the sandstone away, or are 
buried beneath the sandstone, their ends 
protruding from betAveen the formations. 


The locality AA-as noticed in 1853 by 
the Pacific Railroad Exploring SurA-ey. 
The jasper and agate genei-ally replaced 
the cell Avails and fibres, and the trans- 
parent ejuartz filled the cells and inter- 
stices, especialh' Avhere the structure Avas 
broken doAvn by decay. 
These e-ell cen- 
tres and cavities produced 
conditions 
favorable, n o t o n l y for t h e d e p o s i t i o n of 
silica as quartz, b u t also f o r t h e form- 
ation of t h e drusy crystalline cavities of 
quartz a n d amethyst, ^that so increase t h e 
beauty of t h e materijil. 


There is every evielence to shoAV that 
the trees grew beside some inland sea. 
After falling they became AA'aterlogged, 
and, 
during 
dccomjiosition, the "ccll 
structure of the AVOOCI Avas entirely re- 
placed b}^ the sdie-a from the sandstone, 
in the Avails surrounding this great in- 
land sea. 
Major John "W. PoAvell, Avho 
has visited all these regions, says: 


" T h e wood consisted of logs water 
rolled before burial, and are noAV gradu- 
ally Aveathering out of their 
matrix. 
The inclosing rock is sandstone and cre- 
taceous shaele, of the series known as 
.Jura-trias ar.d lying immediately aboVe 
the Chinarump. 
Agatized Avooel con- 
taining much semi-opal has been formed 
in California (and ])ossibly in Arizona) 
under volcanic deposits, but the Avooel in 
question is not assoe-iateel Avith volcanic 
material; its matrix is sedimentary."' 


The red and yellow coloring matter is 
dcriveel from the oxiele of iron in the 
sandstone, Avhich is red, anel t h e b l a c k 
m a y be elue to partial carbonization or t o 
o x i d e of mangiuiese. 
T h e bark in nearly 
every case h a s l;ccn d e c a y e d before sili- 
tication, a n d even [)art of t h e other layers 
of t h e tree is often g o n e , b u t t h e differ- 
ence b e t w e e n t h e oxidtition o n t h e siu-- 
face a n d inside is, tliat t h e surface t o t h e 
elei)th of half ;ui i n c h is s o altered a n d 
e-hanged. that it has t h e appearance of 
bark, anel is generally supposed to be 
such. 


There is every indie-ation that tlic de- 
posit is of considerable elejith. 
Over the 
entire a.rc.i trees lie scattered in all e-on- 
ceivable positions anel in fragments of all 
si/.(;s, the broken 
sections 
sometimes 
resembling a ])ile of e'art Avheels. 
A tree 
loO feet in length is often founel split 
into as many sections of almost uniform 
length, presenting the appearance of 
having l)een sawn asimder for shingle 
blocks by some prehistoric forester, or 
broken into c(nuitless fragments, ranging 
from the size; of a small pebble to that of 
a fair-sized bouleler, also fractu<-:-ed into 
]icrfect-shaped cubes, as if e-ut by a lapi- 
daiA'. 


The'se niultiplieel fractures are the result 
of alternate heat and cold, jiroelnceel by 
atmospheric e-hangcs ae-ting on the Avater 
iu the lissiircs of the tree, 


A ])henomenon 'perhaps unparalleled 
and the most remarkeble feattu-e of the 
p:u-k, is a natural bridge, formed by a 
t r e e of a g a t i z e d v.ood s p a n n i n g a canon 
4.") feet iu Avidth. In addition to the 
s})an full\' oO feet of the tree i-csts on one 
side, making it visible for a length of 
e)ver 100 fe-et. 
Both enels of the tree are 
embedded iu the sandstone. It averages 


feet in diameter, 4 feet at the thickest 
part anel 
at the smallest. 
Where the 
bark does not adhere, the characteristic 
colors of jasper and agate are seen. 
Although the AVOoel is beautiful to the 
nakeel eye, a microscoj)e is needed to 
reveal its greatest charms. 
Not only 
does the glass enhance the brilliancy of 
its colors, but it renders visible the strue - 
ture, Avhich has been perfectly observed, 
even to the forms of minute cells, and is 
more beautiful U O A V than before the trans- 
formation. 
Dr. F. 11. Dudley examineel 
microscopically 
some sections of this 
wood, and founel that part of it, at least, 
belongs to the genus Araucaria, one spe- 
cies e)f Avhich, Arauearia 
exe-elsa, the 
Norfolk Island jiine of the South Pacific 
Ocean, according to the same authority, 
groAvs to a height of 100 to 200 feet. 
Other i)ortions were found to resemble 
our reel cedar, Junijierus 
Virginiana, 
Avhen groAvn in the extreme south. The 
cell strue-tuic of some of the Avooel indi- 
cates growth in a mild, imiiorm climate, 
the animal rings being marked b}' only 
one, two, three or more slightly smaller 
h e x a g o n a l or r o u n d e d , n o t tiibular cells, 
as is usually t h e case.

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LIFE-SAVlIs'G SERVICE. 


T H E PLAN UPON 
WHICH IT IS 
ORGANIZED AND OPERATED. 


Its Great Service to Those Who Go Doivn 
to t!ie Sea in Sliips—lioseription of tl»e 
MacUinery anil Appliajices Employed— 
Tlie Lii'e-Car, Eoatswain's-Clia'r, and 
Breeclies-Buoy—A Stmlent Crew—In- 
adequate l»ay for Gallant Men—Tlie Clii- 
cago Station. 


HE 
perils of 
"those who go 
down to the sea 
in ships, and do 
business 
iipon 
great 
waters," 
have been pro- 
verbial since the 
days of Job. 


In these days, 
when 
v e s s e l 
building seems 
to have reached 
absolute perfec- 
t i o n ; 
w h e n 
"iron is made 
to swim," in the 
form of mighty 
A LIFE-CAR. 


Bhips capable of carrying the entire ton- 
nage of an ancient fleet; with hundreds 
of appliances for the prevention of dis- 
aster and for rescue in time of shipwreck, 
which were not even dreamed of a cen- 
tury ago; with all that human experience 
has taught aud human ingenuity devised 
to lessen the perils of the sea, thousands 
of vessels are annually lost and multi- 
tudes of lives sacrificed to the relentless 
fury of the deep. 


Though the bottoms of broad oceans 
are dotted 
with 
moldering heaps of 
Norway pine and English oak, once float- 
ing in the form of majestic ships, it is 
upon lonely reefs auil desolate, rocky 
coasts that the greatest number of dis- 
asters occur. 


From time immemorial, nt many points 
along the Atlantic coast, hardy lishermen 
from rocky headlands have watched the 
stormy eea for sign;3 of a ship in distress. 
Their 
solicitude wa"? not generally 
prompted by a desire to succor tneir im- 
periled fellow creattii'e^, l)nt rattier to 
profit by securing valuable jjroperty from 
the impending wreck. 


At present a more vigilant watch is 
kept, very largely by lishermen. 
Unlike 
their ancestors, the v/reckers, these men 
are constantly keeping watch and ward 
to the end that they msiv effect the lescue 
of the crews and passengers of ship- 
wrecked and distressed vessels, coming, 
through false reckoning or stress of 
weather, upon the coast. 


These men are members of the United 
States Life Saving Service, 


This service went into operation in 
1S71, and is an adjunct of the Treasury 
Department, 
The Superintendent, who 
is located in Washington, is S. I. Kim- 
ball, 


The service extends to about 10,000 
miles of sea aud lake coast, and is di- 
vided into twelve districts, each under 
the control of a district superintendent, 
who must be between the ages of 25 and 
;>.') years. He must be entirely familiar 
with the coast of his district, and with 
the use and care of boats and life-saving 


appliances. 
He acts as disbursing officer, 
paying oii" the crews quarterly. 
The sal- 
aries of the district 
superintendents 
vary from §1,000 to $1.800 per year. 


There are 218 stations in commission— 
lf)H on the Atlantic coast, 7 on the Pa- 
cific, 44 on the great lakes, and 1 at the 
falls of the Ohio at I^ouisville. 


Each of these (with the exception of 
ten on the coast of Florida 
called 
"houses of refuge") is manned by a 
keeper and crew of from six to eight snrf- 
men. In the aggregate about 1.400 men 
are employed. 


The Chicago or Lake Michigan district 
contains twenty-three stations. 
Those on 
the west shore are: At Michigan City, 
South 
Chicago, 
Chicago. 
Evanston, 
liacine, 
Milwaukee, 
Sheboygan, Two 
Kivers, and Sturgeon Bay, The Chicago 
station ÌG a very important one, and will 
be the one specially described. 


Keepers, to whom in common parlance 
the title of "Captain" is given, must be 
between the ages of 21 and 45, entirely 
able-bodied, good sailors, well skilled in 
all the duties of their positions, and ex- 
perts in matters of Falv ge. 


They aie charged with the responsi- 
bility of selecting crews, of which they 
act as captains, and whom they lead on all 
occasions of re^^cue. 
They are intrusted 
with the custody and care of all Govern- 
ment property at the stations, keeping 
daily journals and making monthly re- 
ports to the department. 
Keepers are 
also inspectors of customs, and look after 
all dutiable goods on board distressed 
vessels. 
The law constitutes them the 
guardians of all wrecked property until 
relieved by the owners or their agents. 
The Secretary of the Treasui-y fixes their 
compensation at not more than $i80U per 
annum. 
Only two are paid this amount, 
the others receiving only S700. 


The Burlmen are enlisted like soldiers, 
after a rigid examination, for a term of 
one year, and generally re-enlisted as 
long as they perform their duties proper- 
ly. 
They repair to their posts on the 
occan coasts about the Istof Septomber, 
•where they remain until the 1st of May, 
or later, as the weather may determine. 
At the lake stations they go on duty in 
April p.nd remain until the close of nav- 
igation, in November or December, 


The pay of the surf men is fixed bv law 
at not more than fifty dollars per month, 
and all of them do not even receive this. 
They, of course, sleep at the station, but 
no extra allowance is made for them. 
They are obliged to procure, at their own 
expense, a handsome uniform, and p^y 
for their board, which at Chicago costs 
them §15 per month. 
Besides, they are 
only paid for the time of actual service, 
from six to eight months, and in the 
lake districts are turned adrift in the be- 
ginning of winter, the very worst time to 
secure employment. 
They are allowed 
for injuries while disabled from acci- 
dents, but receive nothing in the way of 
a pension from the Government. The 
beepers receive $700 per year, but as they 
remain in charge of the station during 
the entire year are in realily but little 
better paid. 
Efforts to induce Congress 
to grant them pensions upon honorable 
retirement from the service by reason of

thus far. The life-siving crews are mea 
of good character, and being engaged iu 
hazardous and humane work, ought to be 
better paid and properly pensioned. 


SCKWE AT THE CRIB. 


The name of the late Samuel S. Cox, 
member of Congress from New York, is 
kept esi^ecially green in the memory of 


There is a surf-boat of the same size, 
Ixii it is not a self-righter and bailer. It 
is provided with broad-tired wheels, and 
can be drawn along the beach to the 
point where it it is desired to launch it. 
A crew of seven men can pull this boat 
six miles an hour, if not against a heavy 
wind. 


When 
a wreck 
can be reached 
by 
the 
life-boat, 
it 
is em- 
ployed, 
and her passengers and 
• ci'ew rowed to the shore. 
Sometimes, 
however, owing to the extreme violence 
of the storm, the disabled ship cannot 
be reached. In such emergencies recourse 
is had to the life-car, boatswain's-chair 
or breeches-buoy. 


Tlie life-car is the invention of Captain 
James Francis, who is still living in New 
lork at the advanced age of ninety years. 
It has been computed that since he de- 
vised it in 1844 over one thousand lives 
have been saved by its use. In recogni- 
tion of his great services Congress grant- 
ed him a medal worth, it is said, over 
§5,000. 


This car is in appearance a small boat. 
It has rings on its upper side by which it 
is suspended to a rope reaching from the 
wreck to the shoro. 
People on the ship 
enter it and are drawn ashore, and the 
operation is repeated until all are res- 
cued, 
The boatswain's chair is simply a 
chair operated in the same way, carrying 
one passenger at a time. 
The breeches-

all members of the service. 
He did more 
for them in Congress than any man now 
living, a circumstance which they seem in 
no danger of forgetting. 


The duty of the surfmen consists of 
daily practice and drill, caring for the 
station and all boats and other property, 
and keeping watch from an elevated 
lookout. On the Atl mtic coast they 
patrol the shore at night, meeting and 
exchanging checks with the guard from 
the next station. 
This is a duty never 
neglected, nnd in cold and stormy weather 
is an exceedingly trying task, which has 
frequently resulted in the death of patrol- 
men. 
On the lakes no patrol is 
made except in "thick weather," and 
then only to a limited distance of from 
two to five miles, to a "key-post," where 
/the patrolman registers his visit. In the 
event of his discovering r^ wreck or ship 
in distress he bums a large red light, of 
which he carrifes a supplj', to notify the 
lookout at the station. 


But the crowning duty of surfmen is in 
cases of rescue. 
Then it is that these 
skilled and carefitl, yet darinc, men "take 
their lives in their hands" and go forth 
to save imperiled fellow creatures. 
This 
cannot l)e understood without a descrip- 
tion of the various appliances employed 
for that purpose. 
This will be made by 
a reference to the Chicago station, from 
which the artist has made his designs, 
and which is a fair representative of the 
lake stations. 


The Chicago station is situated on the 
lake at the mouth of the river. It con- 
sists of a two-storied frame building. The 
lower floor is devoted to the storage of 
boats and various machiues and appli- 
ances used in the art of saving lives. On 
the upper floor the men sleep on cots, 
and in the rear portion, the keeper lives 
with his family. 
Above is an elevated 
look-out, where a watch is constantly 
maintained. 


The keeper of the 
s t a t i o n is Capt. 
Deles St, Peter. 
The 
Captain has 
been fourteen years 
at this station, and 
for twelve years has 
been its keeper. He 
has seen miich of 
dangerous 
sereice ¿^j 
during his life, hav- 
ing 
served in the 
army durinu; the war. 
He can tell many 
thrilling stories of daring rescues and 
frightful calamities. 


His crew consists of six men, well- 
built young fellows, all of whom seem to 
have a mania for reading when not en- 
gaged in the discharge of their duties. 


buoy consists of a large circular ring, 
filled with cork, and in itself an admir- 
able life-preserver. 
To this ring a wide 
pair of strong canvas breeches are firmly 
attached. 
Into these the person to be 
rescued thrusts his legs, and is run 
ashore on the rope, with little danger of 
being dislodged, no matter how furious 
the storm. All these appliances are 
worked from the shore by means of ropes 
connecting with pulleys on the wreck. 


The method employed in getting a line

from the shore to the wreck is as follows: 
A small cannon with a bore of two and 
one-half inches is employed. It is charg- 
ed with from four to eight ounces of 
powder, and carries a long iron missile 
weighing nineteen pounds. To one end 
of this is attached a slender cord, so fold- 
ed that it will pay out rapidly and with- 
out tangling. 
This is fired at the ship 
with a view to hitting the rigging to the 
end the end that the crew may secure it 
and pull a heavier rope on board. 
When 
this is done it is attached to a mast, the 
pulleys placed in position, and the car, 
chair, or buoy, as the case may be, started 
on its life-saving journey. 
On the shore 
end, where no natural elevation exists, a 
plank contrivance is used to raise the 
rope above the ground so that the vehicle 
can be operated. A line can thus be 
thrown to a ship at a distance as great as 
?joi) yards. 


Three years ago the schooner America 
became disabled at Evanston and the 
life-saving crew, who are students of the 
"Northwestern University located near by, 
brought the crew ashore on a rope to a 
bluft" seventy-five feet above the level of 
the lake. 


Many daring and notable rescues have 
been effected by the Chicago crew. In 
1884 there was a disaster at the crib, or 
inlet to the water works at Hyde Park. 
Captain St. Peter and crew went to their 
assistance and succeeded in saving four, 
though tea lives were lost. 
One, a boy 
of sixteen named Clans Clausen, drifted 
on a plank to South Chicago and was 
picked up. 
He is at present a member of 
the Chicago crew. 


LAXniNG A SHIPWaECKED CKEW. 


Each is allowed twelve hours' leave of 
absence every week, or twenty-four every 
two weeks. 


The life-boat is a magnificent con- 
trivance, 
It is 27 feet in length, 7i feet 
in width. 
At each end it has circular 
elevated air chambers filled with cork. 
The keel is of iron and weighs 1,400 
pounds. 
The object of the elevated 
chambers and heavy keel, is to bring the 
center of gravity below the surface when 
filled with water. By this arrangement, 
if the boat should chance to capsize, it 
will at once right itself, since it would 
require great force to keep the chambers 
submerged and the keel elevated. Be- 
sides this advantage the life-boat empties 
iteelf. 
This is accomplished by means 
of six check-valves. 
These valves serve 
to close as many metal tubes which run 
from the bottom of the boat through the 
hold to its open space. 
They open only 
one way, and permit the water to flow 
downward but not upward. 
They act 
automatically and will empty the boat in 
a veiy short time. 


It is built of oak, and planked without 
with two layers of Hondaras mahogany. 
Its weight is 5,000 ponnds. It rests on 
rollers in a standinR position, and can be 
lannched in a moment's time. 
It is pnlled 
with oars, but is also provided with sails, 
to be used when necessary and available. 
It will carry its crew and eiv >teen men 
besides, and hag mote than one* been 
filled to its ca|>acity. 


On March 28, 18i)0. there was a terrific 
storm at Chicago, and thirty-one men 
who were working on the middle crib of 
the new water tunnel, two and one-half 
miles from shore, were placed in a posi- 
tion of extreme peril. A furious snow 
storm was raging which precluded their 
distress signals from being seen. A large

ing boat, which had been out in the lake to 
dump distillery slops, reported the matter 
to Capt. St. Peter. 
His crew had not yet 
reported for duty, so he collected six 
daring fishermen and started for the orib. 
With the greatest 'difficulty, and at the 
expense of enormous labor, fourteen of 
the almost 
frozen men were safely 
rescued, and the contractors' tug boat af- 
terward carried off the rest. 


As a rule, the principal duties oi the 


Chicagfi cy^w are confined to the liarbor. 
Here, every seauon, a great number ol 
small yachts and row-boats are overturned, 
and the Captain and his vigilant crew are 
to be credited with the saving of many 
lives. 


Owing to the inadequate compensation 
allowed the surf-men, the keepers have 
trouble in securing ai:d retaining eificienj 
rnen, and in the interests, not only ol 
humanity 
but fair 
dealing. 
Congress 
should take action in the premises and 
provide better for the present and future 
welfare of the men upon whose heroic ac- 
tions depend the rescue of so many im- 
periled lives.

A Brief History of tlie Gigantic Figure—It 
Was One Hundreil and Fifty Feet Higli, 
and Ships in Full SaU Passed BetAveen 
Its Legs—destroyed l>y an EartUquake. 


^ 
H E C o l o s s u s o f 
^^ Rhodes Avas so called 
^j^jto distinguish it from 
/y'^o t h e r colos.'sal fig- 
' 
nres, said by some 
writers to have num- 
bered over one hun- 
dred, Avhich, during the days of its 
prosperity, were set up in the "City of 
•the Bun," as the caiutal of the Island 
•of Rhodes was poetically called. The 
^Colossus came third in the list of the 
seven wonders of the Avorld, and was 
.consecrated to the sun, the deity of 
;Rhodes. 
It Avas made of brass, cast in 
:sections. and is said to have been the 
^vork of Chares of Lindus, a pupil of 
the great LysixDpus. It was 20 cubits 
fsupi^osed to have been 150 feet) high, 
and cost the city about 300 talents, or 
$350,000 as we reckon money noAva- 
days. 
Over tAvelA-e years' Avork was 
ispent on this early 
monster, Avhich 
Avith all its grandeur was destined to a 
•very 
short 
career. 
Fifty-six 
years 
after its completion, iu the year 224 
B, C.. according to Pliny, this gigantic 
emblematic iigure was thrown down 
by an earthquake. The Colossus stood 
at the entrance to the harbor, with 
each of its mighty feet on solid stone 
foundations, ships iu full sail passing 
and repassing betAveen the gigantic 
legs, 
Deleperre, the historian, says 
that it was not erected at the entrance 
to the harbor, as stated by Pliny, but 
that it stood on an open space near the 
Pasha's seraglio. 
Still another writer 
says that it was reconstructed 
during 
the reign of the Emperor Vesisasiau, 
and that after the Island of Rhodes 
had been conquered by the Caliph Oth- 
man, in the seA'enth century of our 
era, it Avas taken down and the metal 
sold to a Jew, Avho transported it to 
Syi'ia, a caravan of 980 camels 
being 
necessary to carry his purchase.

Horse Meat for Eating. 


Physically it may be distinguished 
from beef or mutton by its ai)pearance, 
says the Nineteenth 
Centiirij. 
It is 
coarser in the grain than 
beef. In 
this respect it resembles bull beef more 
than any othei-. 
It is darker in color 
and looks more moist than beef. It 
has a peculiar smell and a xjeculiar 
sAveetness of taste. Its flavor is gener- 
ally considered to be half Avay betAveen 
the flavors of beef and game. 
It is 
something like the ilaA^or of hare. One 
reason why horse flesh is, as a rule, 
darker in color than beef, is that horses 
which are poleaxed or which have died 
from injury, disease or old age are not 
properly 
bled and dressed by the 
slaughterer. 
It is, however, by its fat 
that horse flesh is most easily distin- 
guished. 
The fat of horse flesh is not 
generally mixed with the lean. 
It is 
yellow in color. It looks more moist 
than the fat of beef. It soon melts and 
soon becomes rancid. 
Consequently, 
unless a rapid sale is effected or the 
fat removed, an advance price myst be 
charged in order to secure the butcher 
from loss on unsold meat. 


Lastly, horse flesh can be distin- 
guished 
from beef by its chemical 
characteristics, and it is in this way 
that it may be recognized when mixed 
with other substances. 
"Who can tell, 
except the chemist, what are the com- 
ponent parts of a sausajge, polony or 
saveloy? 
Or who can tell by taste 
what these parts are? 
W e do not 
judge by taste, we judge by flavor, and 
in the making of flavor—to use Sam 
Weller's phxese—"it's the seasoning as 
does it."

INDIANAPOIIIB, Ind., July 11.—Indiana 
republicans and Attorney General Miche- 
ner, who is now the chairman of the state 
central committee, have been quite at 
sea to know just what to do in the can- 
vass that is rapidly approaching. 
At 
first it was thought addsable to hold 
the state convention early in August, 
about two weeks before the democrats 
held theirs, which has been booked for 
August 28. Then Michener changed 
his mind and concluded to go to Wash- 
ington aad consult with Dudley and the 
other Indiana republicans now located 
there. Several conferences were held, 
and now it is understood that the repub- 
lican state convention will not be held 
until some time in September. 
The 
policy is to allow the democrats to meet 
first, make the nominations, and adopt 
their platform. By this time perhaps 
the Farmers' alliance will not be so ap- 
parently reserved and backward, and 
some kmd of a combination, either open 
or secret, will be made. 


As matters stand now a heavy defeat 
awaits the republican party in Indiana 
this fall. Michener & Go's only hope is 
that the democrats may make a false 
step at their convention, or in case this 
fails then there luay be something to be 
hoped for from the managers of the 
Farmers' alliance. 
If no combination 
can be safely made then, then the next 
best thing to be done is to persuade the 
alliance to put a straight state ticket in 
the field, and, as the organization is re- 
markably strong and uumarous in the 
democratic sections, it is hoped that 
such a ticket will poll enough votes to 
defeat the democratic state ticket, ruin 
itself, and save not only the republican 
ticket but also Senator Voorhees' seat in 
the United States senate to the republi- 
can party. This is quite a dazzling 
scheme, and it is supposed to be the 
result of the recent conferences between 
Chairman Michener, Col. Dudley and 
others of the Washington contingent. 


Michener's agents keep busy in the 
democratic counties manipulating the 
leaders of the Farmers' Alliance, but 
every now and then they get a backset 
and a very black eye. Their last dismal 
failure occurred this week in Wells 
county. 
It is a 
strong democratic 
county and the republican bosses of the 
section ha^ fixed it to give the alliance 
the entire county ticket if the alliance 
would support the republican nominee 
for senator and also the republican 
member of the legislature. 
This was 
done to kill off two votes ordinarly dead 
sure for Mr, Voorhees to succeed him- 
self in the United States senate. 
The 
convention 
was very 
orderly 
and 
apparently 
harmonious 
until 
the 
democratio members of the alliance 
discovered the 
trap that was 
laid 
for them, - when 
they 
arose 
as 
one man declaring that it was nothing 
but a republican trick to get another 
seat in the United States senate and left 
the 
convention. 
They 
afterward re- 
solved to have nothing more to do with 
the alliance if it vsras to be made a mere 
political machine run in the interests of 
the republican party. 


A similar experience occurred 
in 
Johnson county Wednesday. 
Every 
effort was made to pass a resolution to 
put an alliance ticket in the field, but 
after a long and bitter debate the reso- 
lution was defeated. 
Again at the same 
session the same attempt was made in a 
modified form. It was again defeated, 
but another attempt will be made at a 
special meeting announced to be held 
next month. Johnson county is demo 
cratic and there is a chance to defeat 
another Voorhees legislator.

Get your mind off it! They might as well 
advise you to stop thinking.

in that direction. 
Take a walk in the fresh 
air! Why, along that very street, or that 
very road, she once accompanied you. Out 
of that grass plat she plucked flowers, or 
into that show window she looked, fascin- 
Come sec the pictures." Go 


don. have made all the nations witnesses of 
^hrt splendid achievement. 
Machinists and 
navigators proved 
conclusively 
that a 
«teamer could never cross the Atlantic 
Ocean; but no sooner had they success- 
•fullv proved the impossibility of such an 
Tindorlaking than the -work was done, and 
the passeiifrers on the Cunard, and the In- 
•man, and the National, and the White Star 
¡lines arc -witnesses. There Avent up a guf- 
iaw of Avise laughter at Prof. Morse's prop- 
osition to make the lightning of heaven his 
errand boy, and it Avas Iproved conclusively 
that the thing could never be done; buf 
noAV all tlie ncAvs of the Avide Avorld, by As- 
sociated Pi-css put in your hands morning 
mid night, has made all nations Avitnesses. 


So in the Time of Christ it Avas proA'cd 
•conclusively that it Avas impossible for Him 
to rise from" the dead. It Avas shoAvn logic- 
ally that Avlien a man Avas dead he Avas 
dead, and the heart and the liver and the 
lungs having ceased to perform their oiTiiccs, 
the limbs Avould be rigid beyond all friction 
or arousal. They shoAved it to be an abso- 
lute absurdity that the dead Christ should 
ever got up alive; but no sooner had they 
proved this than the dead Christ arose and 
'the disciples beheld Him, heard His A'oice 
and talked Avith liim, and they took the 
•witness stand to prove that to be true which 
the Avisacres of the day had proved to be 
impossible; the record of the experience 
and of the tostiinony is in the text: "Him 
bath God raised from the dead, Avhcreof AVC 
are Avitncsses." 


Now. let me play the skeptic for a mom- 
ent. 
"There is no God." says the skeptic, 
"for I have never seen him Avith my physi- 
cal eyesight. 
Your Bible is a pack of con- 
tradictions. 
Tliere never Avas a miracle. 
Lazarus Avas not raised from tlic dead, and 
the 
Avaterl Avas never turned into Avine. 
Your religion is an imposition on the credu- 
lity of the ages." TJiere is an aged jnan 
moA'ing over yonder as tJiouiili lie Avoiild 
like to ref=pontl. Here are luinttrods of peo- 
.ple wirli faces a little Hushed at these an- 
Jiounceirionts, and all through this assein- 
bly there is a supitressed feeliiiir which 
Avould like to speak out in bohuU" of the 
truth of oiir s'lorioiis Cliristianity, us in the 
days of the text, crying out: "We are Avit- 
nesses !" 


The fact is that if this Avorld is CA'cr 
•brought to God it Avillnot be through .¿irgu- 
ment, but through testimony. 
You might 
<'Over the Avhole earth with apologies for 
Christianity and learned treatises in de- 
fense of refigion—you Avould not convert a 
soul. 
Lectures on the harmony ijctwcen 
science iuid religion are beautiful mental 
discipline, but have never saved a soul, and 
never AAill save a soul. Put a man of the 
•world and a man of the church against each 
other, and the man of the Avorld Avill in all 
probability get the triumph. 
There arc a 
thousand things in our religion that seem 
illogical to the Avorld and always Avill seem 
illogical. 


Our Avenpon in this ccnilict is faith, not 
logic; faith, not metaphysics; faith, not pro- 
fundity; faith, not scholastic 
exploration. 
But then, in order to have faith, AVC must 
have testimony, and if live hundred men, 
or one thousand men. or live hundred thou- 
sand men. or live million men 'get up and 
tell me th;it they have felt the religion of 
Jesus Christ a joy. a comfort, a help, an 
aspiration, I am bound as afairmindedman 
to accept their testimony. I want Just now 
to put before you thre(i propositions, the 
truth of Avhi'-h I tliink this audience Avill at- 
test Avith overwhelming unanimity. 
• Tiie first proposition is. We are Avitnesses 
that the religion of Christ is able to convert 
•Sl soul. 
The Gospel may have Jiad a hard 
time to conquer us. AVC MAA' have fought it 
back, but Ave Avere vainiuislied. You say 
conversion is only an imaginary thing. We 
knoAV better. 
"We are witnesses." 
There 
never Avas so great a clianse in our lieart 
iind life on any other suljjeet as on this. 
People lau£i)ied at the missionaries in Mad- 
agascar Ije^ause they prejiched ten A'l-ars 
Without one eonvert; but there are 33.000 
COUA-erts in Madagascar to-day. 
.. People laughed at IJr. Adoniram Judson, 
the Baptist missionary, because he kept on 
ipreaching in Eurmah live years Avithout a 
single convert: but there are twenty thou- 
«.md Baptists in Burmah to-daA". P<,>oplc 
laughed at Dr. Morrison, in China, for 
preaching there seven years Avithout a sin- 
conversion: but tliere are twenty-live 
thousand Christians in China to-day. Peo- 
ple laughed at the missionaries for preach- 
ing at Tahiti fifteen years Avithout a single 
conversion, and at the missionaries lor 
preaching in Bengal .seventeen years Avitli- 
out a single conversion: yet in all those 
lands there are multitudes of Chri 


deeper into business! WhA*. she Avas as- 
s o c i a t e d Avith- all y o u r b u s i n e s s 
a m b i t i o n , 
a n d s i n c e 
s h e h a s g o n e y o u h a v e n o a m - 
b i t i o n left. 


Oh, this is a clumsy Avorld Avhcn it tries to 
comfort a broken heart. I can build a 
Corlcar's engine, I can paint aliaphael's 
"Madonna," I can play a 
Beethoven's 
"Eroica Symphony" as easily us this Avorld 
can comfort a broken heart. And yet you 
liaA'C been comforted. How Avas it done"? 
Did Christ come to you and sa^', "Get your 
mind off this; go out and breathe the iresh 
air; 
plunge deeper into business?" No. 
There Avas a minute when He came to you— 
perhaps in the Avatches of the nicht^ per- 
liapsin 3'our place of business, perhaps 
along the street—and He breathed some- 
thing into your soul that gave peace, rest, 
infinite quiet, so that you could take out the 
photograph of the departed one and look 
into the eyes and the face of the dear one 
and say, "It is all rigJit: slie is better off; 1 
Avould not call her back. 
Lord, I thank theo 
tliat tliou liast comforted my poor henrt." 


Again, I remark that AVC are Avitnesses of 
the fact that i-eligion has poAver to give 
comxiosure in the last moment. 
I never 
shall forget the first time I confronted 
death. 
We Avent across the corn-fields in 
the country. I Avas led b.A- niy father's hand, 
and Ave cam.O to the farmhouse Avhere the 
bereavement had come, and Ave saAV the 
croAvd of Avagons and carriages; but tliere 
Avas one carriage that especially attracted 
my boyish attention, 
and it 'had black 
plumes. 
I said: 
"What's that? Avhai's 
that? Why those black tassels on the top?" 
and after it Avas explained to me I Avas lifed 
up to look upon the bright face of an agiMi 
Christian Avonian. Avho three days bel'ore 
had departed in triuiniili; the Avh'ole scene 
made an impression 1 never forgot. 


In our sermons and in our lay exhoria- 
tions Ave are very apt. Avhen Ave Avant to 
brins ilhistralioiis of dA-iufi- triumph, to go 
hack to some distinsruislK^d persona«re—to a 
Jolin Knox or a Hiirrict Xewel], But I vrant 
you for witnesses. I want to know if y<ju 
liavo ever seen anytlunfr to make you Y)e- 
llevo tliat the relierion of Christ can give 
composure in the linal hour. 
Xow. in the 
courts attorii<?y. jury and judge will never 
admit meno hearsay. 
They demand tliat 
the Avitness must have seen Avith his own 
eyes, or lieard Avith liis OAvn ears, and so I 
Avant to knoAv Avhctiier you have seen or 
heard anything that makes you b(.'lieve that 
the religion of Christ gives composure iu 
the final liour. 


"Oh, yes," you say; "I saw my fatliei- and 
mother depart. 
There Avas 
great differ- 
ence in their deathbeds. 
Standing by tlie 
one Ave felt more veneration. By the otlicr 
there Avas more tenderness." 
Before the 
one you boAved in awe. In the other case 
you felt as if you Avould like to go along 
Avith lier. How did they feel in that 
last 
liour? 
HoAV did tliey seem to ai.-t? 
Were 
they very much frightened? Did they take 
hokl of this Avorld Avith botJi Jiands as tiiough 
they did not Avant to give it u]«'.-' "Oh. no," 
you say; "no, I reiueml.er as tJiough it Avei'e 
yi.'sterday; she had a kind Avoi-d for us all, 
aud there Avei-e a fcAV mementoes distri- 
buted among the children, and then siui 
told us hoAV kinil AVC must be to our father 
in iiis loneliness, jind then she kissed us 
good-lty and Avent, asleep as calmly as a 
child in a cradle." 


What madii her so composed?

coni'ageV 
"Xo." you say: "mother was A'cry 
nervous: Avhen the carriiige iucliiu'd to the 
I side of the road slie woult! cry nut: she w;is 
I always rather Aveakly." Wh;it, tlu'n, gaVe 
j her composure ? Y\'as it becausci she did 
i not care much foi- you and the pang of part- 
I ing Avas not great? "Oh." y(.)u say. "sh(i 
shoAvered upon us a Aveahh of airection:no 
I motlier ever loved lie;- i-hildren more tlian 
motlun- loved us; siie sliov.'ed it i'y th(i 
Avaj' she nurse<l us AvJien we wei-e si'-k. aiifl 
she toiled for us tinlil tier sn-enfith 
out." 
"What, theji, Avas it tliat jrave her 
coniposurcin the last iiour? J)o not Jiideit. 
B(3 frank and let me know. 
"Oil." you say. 
"it Avas be<'ausc she AVUS SO g- "Hi; SIK? made 
the Lonl her portion, and slie had faith

H<n-e are people Avho say. "I saAv a Chris- 
tian brother die. and lie triumphed." And 
some one else, "I saAV a Christian sister die, 
and slie triumphml."

Come, all yc^ Avho havt; 
seen the last moments <_)f a Christian, and 
give testimony in this cause on trial. Un- 
cover your heads, put your hand ^>11 the old 
family Bible from Avhicli they used to read 
j th<' promises, and promise iu the prescu'^e

But Avhy fro so far to find evidence of the 
•Gospel s power to .save a .soul'? "Wo arc 
witnesses." 
A.Ve were so proud that no man 
-could have humbled us; we were so hard 
•that no earthly power could have melted us; 
'angels of God Avere all around about us; 
they could not OA'crcome us. But one day, 
perhaps at a Methodist anxious seat, or at a 
"Presbyterian catechetical lecture, or at a 
iburial, or on horseback, a poAver seized us, 
'and made us get doAvn. and made us treni- 
;ble. and made us kneel, and made us cry 
ifor ;::;;\ercy. and Ave tried to Avn^ncli ourselves 
away from the grasp, but Ave could not. It 
iiung us il;a, and Avhen AVC arose, AVC Avere as 
much changed as Gourgis, the heathen, 
who Avent into a prayer meeting with a dag- 
ger and a gun to disturb the meeting and 
destroy it, but the next day Avas found cry- 
ing, Oh. my great sins! Oh, my great 
SaA-iour!" and for eleven years preaclied the 
•Gospel of Christ to hisfellOAV mountaineers, 
the last Avords on his dying lips being, "Free 
•grace!" 
Oh, it Avas free grace! 


There is a man Avho Avas for ten years a 
liard drinker. The dreadful appetite had 
-sent doAvn its roots around tlie ])alate ajid 
the tongue, and on down until thej' Avere 
interlinked Avith the A-itals of the bodj-, mind 
and soul; but he has not taken any stimu- 
lants for ten years. 
Wliat did that? Not 
iemperance 
societies. 
Nor prohibition 
laAVS. Not moral suasion. 
Conversion did 
it. 
"Why," said one upon Avhom the great 
change had come, "sir, 1 feel just as though 
I Avere somebody else!" There i>s a sea 
<}aptain AVIIO SAVore all the Avay from New 
Yoi k to Havana, and from Havana to San 
Trancisco. and Avhen he Avas in port he was 
worse than Avhen he Avas on tlie sea. What 
power Avas it that Avashed his tongue clean 
of profanities and made him a psalm singer? 
Conversion by the Holy Spirit. There are 
thousands of people in this assemblage to- 
day who are no more Avhat tlniA' once Avere 
than a Avaterlily is a night shade, or a morn- 
ing lark is a vulture, or day is night. 


Now. if I should demand that all those 
Dttople here present who have felt tJie con- 
"verting power of religion should rise, so far 
•from being ashamed they would sprinp: to 
their feetAvith more alacrity than they ever 
sprang to the dance, the tears mingling 
"With their exhilarations as they cried: "We 
«re Avitnesses!" And if they tried to sing 
the old Gospel hymn they would break 
down Avith emotion by the time tliey got to 
the second line: 


ABhamed of Jesus, that dear Friend, 
On whom my hopes of heaven depend ? 
No I When I blush, be this my shame: 
That I no more revere His name. 


Again I remark that Ave are Avitnesses of 
the, Gospel's power to comfort.

You sec. my friends. I have not put before 
you to-day ail alistraction, or chimera, or 
anything like guesswi.>rk.

and dead. 
Two Avitnesses in court Avill 
establish a fact. 
Here are not two Avit-

ahvays 
stopped ritnning when it blew its whistle, 
so tremendous was the blast.

man thought so much of the bread of 
heaven, Avhy was he not partaking of it 
here and nov?':' "For this is eternal life, 
that they might know thee, the only »rue 
God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou hast 
sent.''

She can but catch cat-naps : hence 
the nearness of her sleeping-room to 
tl)e light. 
At sunrise the law requires 
her lamp, like the foolish virgins', to 
have gone out, and from this fact she is 
an early riser. 
The 
responsibility is 
no small one. for the 
slightest neglect 
of duty or accident to her lighter lenses 
would brifig a report from the first .sea- 
man who suifered by it. 
Lives hang 
oil lier vigilance, but to her credit no 
light on all the coast is as 
regularly 
or perfectly attended to, nor does any 
other gain from the 
Government 
In- 
spector so high a report. 
Miss Lewis 
keeps a daily expense book, noting just 
the amount of wick and oil burnt, and 
the time to a second of a lighting and 
putting out of the lamp. 
In addition, 
a record of the weather must be 
en- 
tered daily. 
As Lime Rock 
light is a 
first-class light, no rations are allowed, 
the yearly salary being $750, and two 
tons of coal.

into a cheer which 
drowned the thunder of the sea.

removed his hat, tried to 
speak a few words but broke down,

little

RAILROAD CONDUCTORS. 


A Sow Order Which Will Improveth 


itelationfs Itetuceii All Classes 


of itailway Kutploycs. 


YOUK, July 12.—A new orgaui 


zation of railroad conductors will prob 
a bly be completed at a meeting in th 
Colemaii house in this city to-rnoirow 
which is destined in all probability, t 
improve greatly the relation, not only 
between railroad conductors and thei 
employers, but between all classes o 
railroad employes and their companies 
if tho example of tho members of th 
new association is largely followed, as 
seems likely. 


The organization of tho new associa 


tion was brought about by what wa; 
done at tho annual convention of the 
order of railroad conductors, held las 
month at Kochestcr. According to the 
story told by one of the eldest and 
most conservative conductors on th« 
Morris*Essex division of the Dela 
ware, Lackawanna & Western railroad, 
whichiwas fully corroborated by others, 
the rules of tho old association con 
taincd a clause which absolutely pro* 
hibited tho members from engaging in 


strike. For about three years tho 


western members havo been trying to 
get that non striking elanso eliminatcc 
from tho rules of the order and this year 
they succeeded in doing so by a vote ol 
210 to GC, thus making the association, 
it is asserted, n striking organization. 
As soon as that was accomplished tho 
delegate 
from 
the 
Moses 
Taylor 


division, 
No. 
168, which 
com- 


prises the conductors on the Morris 
and Essex division of tho Delaware, 
Lockawanua and Western railroad, with- 
drew from tho association. 
The New 


York and New Haven conductors fol- 
lowed suit. Then the men, who secured 
;he elimination of the 
anti-striking 


jlause, saw that there would probably 
be a serious desertion from their ranks 
and they substituted for the non-striking 
clause a resolution ou the 
subject, 


which, it is asserted, means neither one 
liing nor tho other, but, in fact, per- 
mits the men to strike as individuals 
without compelling tho minority 
to 


abide by the will of the majority on a 
question of striking. 


Immediately after the Kochester con- 


vention a meeting of tho members of 
Hoses Taylor division of railroad con- 
luctors was called. 
Seventeen mem- 


>ers out of about sixty-five attended 
[seven wero a quorum) and resolved to 
give up their charter in the old organi- 
sation, which was accordingly done. 
Tho resolution, therefore, was adopted 
jy a vote of fourteen to two, one 
not voting. In tho meantime steps had 
already been taken for the formation of 
a new national association. A meeting 
was held at the Coleman house in con- 
unction with a number of conductors of 
he New York and New Haven railroad, 
who also unanimously surrendered their 
iharter in the old order, and the Inde- 
wndent Order of Eailroad Conductors 
was fairly launched. Calvin S. Wheaton, 


>f Elmira, N. Y., was elected president

now association, and E. D. Nash, vice- 
iresideut. Tho other officers will be 
leeted to-morrow, and a constitution 
nd by-laws, etc., bo adopted.

Another fascinating plant now being 


propagated at thc botanical garden is thc 
"butcher," which kills the insects and 
such things that it feeds upon by crush- 
ing them alive, afterward consuming 
them at its leisure. This is considered 
to be of all vegetables the one exhibiting 
an intelligence most nearly approaching 
that which animals possess. Its appear- 
ance is ur>t impressive, save for its pecu- 
liarity. 
Growing along the ground, it 


has for leaves little green things shaped 
like open clam shells, the biggest of them 
half an inch long, with a row of little 
spikes around each edge. As you observe 
thc plant most of the clam shells will be 
open, waiting for food, each of thorn a 
greedy mouth ready to devour anything 
that may crawl in. 
Here comes an ant. 


Perhaps lie will walk into one of these 
pairs of yawning jaws. . Yes, there he 
goes iuto the big one attracted by the 
sugary excretion on the inside of thc 
miniature clam shell, which serves for a 
bait. 
The victim reaches the middle 


point between thc jaws and comes in 
contact with six microscopic hairs that 
grow inside thc clam shell leaf and serve 
the plant as feelers. 
Immediately the 


jaws close with a snap, the two rows of 
spikes folding ovcr thc shut edge of the 
clam shell so as to give the prey no chance 
of escape. 
If the insect were much big- 


ger and stronger than an ant hc would be 
quickly crushed to death.

the clam shell leaf be- 


ing occupied meanwhile in digesting 
the food captured. 
All the leaves of 


the plant being engaged continually in 
waiting for prey, catching it and digest- 
ing it, it makes a very good living in- 
deed where bugs arc plentiful.

feeds his butcher plant from day to day 


Among the great American wonders, 


says (ictirgc F. Kunz i:i his "Gems and 
Piveioiis Stones in Xorl'K America," is 
ihe silicitk'd forest known as Chalcedony 
Park, situated eight miles south of Cor- 
ri/io. a station on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Railroad, in Apache County, Ari/ona. 
Thu country formation is sandstone' on 
volcanic ash, and ihe trees arc exposed 
in gulches and basins, where the water 
has worn the sandstone away, or are 
buried beneath the sandstone, their ends 
protruding from between the formations. 


The locality was noticed in 1S.1:} by 


the Pacific Kaih'oad Exploring Survey. 
Tlu- jasper and auate generally replaced 
the eell walls and fibres, and the trans- 
parent quart/ filled thc cells and inter- 
stices, especially where the structure was 
broken down by decay. 
These cell cen- 


tres and cavities produced conditions 
favorable, not only for the deposition of 
silica as quart/, but also for the form- 
ation of thc drusy crystalline cavities of 
quart/, and umclhyst, that so increase the 
beauty of the m:itcri:u. 


There is every evidence to show that 


the trees grew beside some inland sea. 
After falling they became waterlogged, 
and, during 
dccompOMtion, the cell 


struetuie of the wood was entirely re- 
placed by the silica j'ro-ii the .sandstone, 
in the walls surrounding this great in- 
land sea. 
Major John W. Powell, who 


has, visited all these regions, says: 


"The 
wood consisted of logs water 


rolled before burial, and nrc now gradu- 
ally weathering out of their matrix. 
The inclosing rock is sandstone aud cre- 
taceous shade, of the scries known as 
Jura-trias and lying immediately above 
the Chinarump. 
Auati/.ed wood con- 


taining much semi-opal has been formed 
in California (nnd possibly in Arizona) 
under volcanic deposits, but thc wood iu 
question is not associated with volcanic 
material; its matrix is sedimentary.'' 


The red and yellow coloring matter is 


derived from the oxide of iron iu the 
sandstone, which is red, and the black 
may be due to partial carboni/ation or to 
oxide of manganese. 
Thc bark in nearly 


every case has been decayed before sili- 
iication, and even part of the other layers 
of the tree is often gone, but the differ- 
ence between thc oxidation on the sur- 
face and inside is. that the surface to the 
depth of half an inch is so altered and 
changed, that it. lws thc appearance of 
bark, and is generally supposed to bc 
such. 


There is every indication that the de- 


posit is of considerable depth. 
Over thc 


entire arc.t trees lie scattered in all con- 
ceivable positions and iu fragments of all 
size?, the broken 
sections sometimes 


resembling a pile of cart wheels. 
A tree 


lijO feet iu length is often found split 
into as many sections of almost uniform 
length, presenting the appearance of 
having been sawn asunder for shingle 
blocks by somc prehistoric forester, or 
broken into count less fragments, ranging 
from the si/c of a small pebble to that of 
a fair-sized boulder, also fractiK-ed into 
perfect-shaped cubes, as if cut by a lapi- 
dary. 


These multiplied fractures arc the result 


of alternate heat and cold, produced by 
atmospheric changes acting on the water 
in the fissures of the tree. *" 


A phenomenon iperhaps unparalleled 


and the most rcmarkeble feature of the 
park, is a natural bridge, formed by a 
tree of agatized wood spanning a caiiou 
•to feet in width. 
In addition to the 


span fully 50 feet of thc tree rests on one 
side, making it risible for a length of 
over 100 feet. 
I5oth ends of thc tree are 


embedded in the sand.stotic. It averages 
3J feet in diameter, 4 feet at the thickest 
part and :J at thc smallest. Where the 
bark does not adhere, the characteristic 
colors of jasper r.nd agate are seen. 
Although the wood is beautiful to tlic 
naked eye, a microscope is needed to 
reveal its greatest charms. 
Not only 


does the glass enhance the brilliancy of 
its colors, but it renders visible the strue- i 
ture, which has been perfectly observed, 
even to the forms of minute cells, and is 
more beautiful now than before the trans- 
formation. ])r. F. II. Dudley examined 
microscopically 
some sections of this 


wood, and found that part of it, at least, 
belongs to thc genus Ai'aucaria. one spe- 
cies of which, Aram-aria cxcelsa, thc 
Norfolk Island pine of the South Pacific 
Ocean, according to thc same authority, 
grows to a height of 100 to 200 feet. 
Other portions were found to resemble 
our red cedar, Junipenis 
Yirginiaua, 


whcn grown in the extreme south. 
Tl-e 


cell struetuie of some of the wood indi- 
cates growth iu a mild, uniform climate, 
the animal rings being marked by only 
one, two, three or more slightly smaller 
hexagonal or rounded, not tabular cells, 
as is usually the case. 


The name of "Chinarump1' has been 


suggested for this material by Major 
John AV. Powell, this being the Indian 
name foi the substance. 


These trees, according to one of the 


Indian myths, were believed to be thc 
bolts of tlie arrows used by their god. 
It has been extensively used by them in 
making spear and arrow points.

Visiting with a Wheel. 


The present catch of salmon, says a 


Portland (Ore.) letter, approximates to a 
thousand tons daily and is so great the 
factories find it impossible to handle it. 
Great quantities, therefore, spoil and are 
lost. 
Salmon are caught by the usual 


method of using nets: Indians spear them 
in large numbers, but the main source of 
supply is the fish-wheel. This most in- 
genious and effective contrivance is an 
immense wheel about thirty feet *.n diam- 
eter by eight feet in width, consisting of 
four great pockets of ordinary mesh fence- 
wire. This wheel is placed in a favorable 
situation iu swift running water. 
The 


force of the water carries it around with 
a steady, resistless motion, plunging the 
monster scoops into the stream. Any 
hapless fish that wanders into the radius 
of this wheel is quickly lifted from the 
water, dropped into a slippery trough 
constructed in the wheel near its axle 
and slides into a box, where its animate 
career ends. 
The efticiency of this in- 


vention is shown by the fact that one of 
these wheels has landed twelve tons in 
twenty-four hours.

HE 
perils of

business upon i 
fiioat waters," 
have been pro- 
verbial since the 
days of Job. 


In these days, 


when vessel 
building seems 
to have reached 
absolute peifec- 
tio a; 
w h e n 


"iion is mado 
to swim," in the 
form of mighty 


ships capable of carrying the entire ton- 
nage of an ancient fleet; with hundreds 
of appliances for ths prevention of dis- 
aster and for rescue in timo of shipwreck, 
•which wero not even dreamed ot a cen- 
tury ago; with all that human experience 
has taught and human ingenuity devised 
to lessen the perils of the sea, thousands 
of vessels are anuuaily lost nnd multi- 
tudes of lives sacrificed to the relentless 
fury of tbe deep. 


Though the bottoms of broad oceans 


are dotted with 
moldering heaps of 


Norway pine and English oak, onco float- 
ing in the form of mnjestic ships, it is 
upon lonely roofs and desoHto, rocky 
coasts that tho greatest number of dis- 
asters occur. 


From time immemorial, nt many points 


along tlie Atlantic coast, hardy fishermen 
from rocky headlands have watched the 
stormy sea for signs of a ship iu distress. 
Their 
solicitude was 
not generally 


prompted bv a desire to succor tneir im- 
periled fellow creatine4, but rather to 
profit by securing valuable property from 
the impending wreck. 


At present a more vigilant watch is 


kept, very largely by fishermen. Unlike 
their ancestors, tho wreckers, these men 
are constantly keeping watch aud ward 
to the end that they may effect the lescuo 
of the crews and passengers of ship- 
wrecked nnd distressed vessels, eomiug. 
through false reckoning or stress of 
weather, upon tho const. 


These men nre niemrers of the United 


States Life Saving Service. 


This service went into operation in 


1S71, and is an adjunct of the Treasury 
Department. The Superintendent, who 
is located in Washington, is S. I. Kim- 
ball. 


The service extends to about 10,000 


miles of sea and lake coast, and is di- 
vided into twelve districts, each under 
the control of a district suporiniendent, 
who must be between the ages of 23 nnd 
S5 years. He must be entirely familiar 
with the coast of his district, and with 
the use and care of boats nnd life-saving

appliances. He acts as disbursingofticer, 
paying off the crews quarterly. The sal- 
aries of tho district 
superintendents 


vary from §1,000 to $1,800 par year. 


There are 21S stations in commission— 


1BG on the Atlantic coast, 7 on tho Pa- 
cific, Jl on the groat lakes, and 1 at the 
falls of the Ohio at Louisville. 


Each of these (with the exception of 


ten on the 
coast 
of Florida called 


"houses of refuge") ia manned by a 
keeper and crew of from six to eight surf- 
men. In the aggregate about 1.-100 man 
are employed. 


The Chicago o? Lake Michigan district 


contains twenty-three stations. Those on 
the west shore are: At Michigan City. 
South 
Chicago, 
Chicago, 
Evanstou, 


Racine, Milwaukee, 
Sheboygan, Two 


Kivers, and Sturgeon Bay. The Chicago 
station is a very important one, and will 
be the one specially described. 


Keepeis, to whom in common parlance 


the title of "Captain" is given, must be 
between tho ages of 21 and 45, entirely 
able-bodied, good sailors, well skilled in 
all the datics of their positions, and ex- 
perts in mutters of falv-ge. 


They aio charged with the responsi- 


bility of selecting crews, of which they 
act as captains, aud whom they lead on all 
occasions of rescue. They are intrusted 
with the custody and care of all Goyern- 
jnent property at the stations, keeping 
daily journals aud making monthly re- 
ports to the department. Keepers are 
also inspectors of customs, and look after 
all dutiable goods on board distressed 
vessels. The law constitutes them the 
guardians of all wrecked property until 
relieved by tho owners or their agents. 
The Secretary of the Treasury fixes' their 
compensation at not more than $SOU per 
annum. Only two are paid this amount, 
the others receiving only S700. 


The surfnien are enlisted like soldiers, 


after a rigid examination, for » term of 
one year, and generally re-enlisted as 
long as they perform thoir duties proper- 
ly. They repair to their posts on tbe 
o"c«an coasts about the 1st of September, 
where they remain until the 1st of May, 
or later, as tho weather may determine. 
At the lake stations they go on duty in 
April ncd remain until the close of nav- 
igation, in November or December. 


The pay of tho snrfmon is fixed bv law 


at not more than fifty dollars per month, 
and all of them do not even receive this. 
They, of course, sleep at the station, but 
no extra allowance is made for them. 
They are obliged to procure, at their own 
expense, a handsome uniform, and pay 
for their board, which at Chicago costs 
them $13 per mouth. Besides, they are 
only paid for tho time of actual service, 
from six to eight months, and iu the 
lake districts are turned adrift in the be- 
ginning of winter, tho very worst timo to 
secnro employment. They aro allowed 
for injuries while disabled from acci- 
dents, but receive nothing in the way of 
a pension from tho Government. The 
keepers receive $7011 per year, but as thoy 
remain in charge of tbe station during 
the satire year are in realily but little 
better paid. Efforts to induce Congress 
to grant them pensions upon honorable 
retirement from the service by reason of 


thus far. The life-s iviiiR cresvs are men 
of good character, aud being engaged iu 
hazardous and humane work, ought to bo 
better paid and properly ptnbioneJ.

•go or disability, and to provide for tho 
•widows and orphans of such ns have 
lost their lives in tho discharge of their 
dot; bsTo boon made, but unsuccessfully 


all members of tho service. Ho did more 
for them in Congress than any man now 
living, a circumstance which they seem iu 
no danger of forgetting. 


The duty of the surfmen consists of 


daily practice :.iiu drill, caring for tho 
station and all boats and other property, 
and keeping watch from au elevated 
lookout. On the Atlmtie coast they 
patrol the shore at night, meeting and 
exchanging chocks with the guard from 
the next station. This is a duty' never 
neglected, and in cold and stormy weather 
is an exceedingly trying tn<k, which has 
frequently resulted in tho death of patrol- 
men. 
On 
the 
Inkes no patrol is 


made except in "thick weather," and 
then only to u limited distance of from 
two to five milos, to a "key-post," where 
.the patrolman registers his visit. In the 
event of his discovering f, wreck or ship 
iu distress he bums a large red light, of 
•which he carries a supply, to notify the 
lookout at the station. 


But the crowning duty of surfmen is in 


cases of rescue. 
Then it is that these 


skilled and careful, yet daring, men "take 
their lives in thoir hands" and go forth 
to save imperiled fellow creatures. This 
cannot bo understood without a descrip- 
tion of the various appliances employed 
for that purpose. This will be made by 
a reference to the Chicago station, from 
which the artist has made his designs, 
and which is a fair representative of the 
lake stations. 


The Chicago station is situated on the 


lake at tho mouth of the river. It con- 
sists of a two-storied frame building. The 
lower floor is devoted to the storage of 
boats nnd various machines and appli- 
ances used in the art of saving lives. On 
the upper floor the men sleep on cots, 
and in the rear portion, the keeper lives 
with his family. Above is an elevated 
look-out, where a watch is constantly 
maintained.

built young fellows, all of whom seem to 
have a mania for reading wheu not eu- 
gaged in the discharge of their duties. 


buoy consists of a laige circular ring, 
filled with cork, aud iu itself an admir- 
able life-preserver. To this ring a wide 


[ pair of strong canvas breeches are firmly 
| attached. Into those the person to be 
i rescued thrusts his 
lej>s and is rim 


nshore on the rope, with httio danger of 
being dislodped, no mutter how furious 
the storm. All these appliances aro 
worked from the shore by means of ropes 
connecting wilb pulleys on the wreck. 


Tbe method employed in getting a line

from tho shore to tho wreck is as follows: 
A small cannon with n boro of two and 
one-half inches is employed. It is charg- 
ed with from four to eight ounces of 
powder, and carries a long iron missile 
weighing nineteen pounds. To one end 
of tbis is attached a slender cord, so fold- 
ed that it will pay out rapidly and with- 
out tangling. This is fired nt the ship 
with a view to hitting the rigging to the 
end the end that the crow may secure it 
and pull a heavier lope on board. When 
this is done it is attached to a mast, the 
pulleys placed in position, and tbe car. 
chair, or bnoy, as tho case may be, started 
on its life-saving journey. On the shore 
end, where no natural elevation exists, a 
plank contrivance is used to raise tho 
rope above the ground so that the vehicle 
can be operated. A lino can thus be 
thrown to a ship at a distance as great as 
3311 yards. 


Three years ngo the schooner America 


became disabled at Evanston and tbo 
life-saving crew, who are students of the 
Northwestern University located near by, 
brought the crew ashore on a rope to "a 
bluff seventy-five feet above the level of 
the lake. 


Many daring and notable rescues have 


been effected by the Chicago crew. In 
1SS4 there was a disaster at the crib, or 
inlet to tho water works at Hyde Park. 
Captain St. Peter and crew went to thoir 
assistance nnd succeeded iu saving four, 
though ten lives were lost. One, a boy 
of sixteen named Clans Clausen, drifted 
on a plank to South Chicago and was 
picked up. He is at present a member of 
the Chicago crew. 


I.lXDIXCt A SIIIPWIIKCKKI) CHEW. 


Each is allowed twelve hours' leave of 
absence every week, or twenty-four every 
two weeks. 


Tho life-boat is a magnificent con- 


trivance. It is 27 feet in length, 7A feet 
in width. At each end it has circular 
elevated air chambers filled with cork. 
Tho keel is of iron and weighs 1,41)0 
pounds. 
The object of tho elevated 


chambers and heavy keel, is to bring tho 
center of gravity below the surface when 
filled with water. By this arrangement, 
if tbo boat should chance to capsize, it 
•will at onco right itself, since it vtould 
require groat force to keep tho chambers 
submerged and the keol elevated. Be- 
sides this odvantngo the life-boat empties 
itfelf. This is nccomplished by means 
of six check-valves. These valves servo 
to close as many metal tubes which run 
from the bottom of tbe boat through tbe 
hold to its open space. They open only 
one way, and permit tho water to How 
downward but not upward. Thoy act 
automatically and will empty tho boat in 
a very short timo. 


It is built of onk, aud plnnkod without 


with two loycru of Honduras mr.hogany. 
Its weight is 5,000 pounds. It rests on 
rollers in a standing position, and can bo 
launched in amomont'stime. It is pulled 
with oars, but is also provided with sails, 
to be used when necessnry an'1 available. 
It will carry its crow and oi;. 'toen men 
besides, aud has mote than one* been 
filled to its capacity. 


On Mnrch 28, 1S!)0. (hero was a terrific

It was made of brass, cast in 
sections, and is said to have been the 
w ork of Chares of Lindiis, a pupil of 
the great Lysippus. It was 20 cubits 
(supposed to have been 150 feet) high, 
and cost the city about :JOO talents, or 
$350,0110 as we reckon money novva- 
,days. Over twelve years' woik was 
'spent on this early monster, which 
with all its grandeur was destined to a 
•very short career. Fifty-six 
years 


after its completion, in the year '2'2-i 
B. C.. according to Pliny, this gigantic 
emblematic figure was thrown down 
by an earthquake. The Colossus stood 
at the entrance to the harbor, with 
each of its mighty feet on solid stone 
foundations, ships in full sail passing 
and repassing between the gigantic 
legs.

Physically it may bo distinguished 


from beef or mutton by its appearance, 
says the Nineteenth Cenlunj. 
It is 


coarser in the grain than beef. 
In 


this respect it resembles bull beef more 
than any other. It is darker in color 
and looks more moist than beef. 
It 


has a peculiar smell and a peculiar 
sweetness of taste. Its flavor is gener- 
ally considered to be half way between 
the Havers of beef and game. 
It is 


something liko the flavor of hare. One 
reason why horse flesh is, as a rule, 
darker in color than beef, is that horses 
which are poleaxed or which have died 
fiom injury, disease or old age are not 
properly bled and dressed by the 
slaughterer. It is, however,'by its fat 
that horse flesh is most easily distin- 
guished. The fat of horse flesh is not 
generally mixed with the lean. 
It is 


yellow in color. It looks more moist 
than the fat. of beef. It soon melts and 
.soon becomes rancid. 
Consequently, 


unless a rapid sale is effected or the 
fat removed, an advance price must be 
ehargtd in order to secuiethe butcher 
from loss on unsold meat. 


Lastly, hori-e flesh can be distin- 


guished from beef by its chemical 
characteristics, and it is in this way 
that it may be recogni/ed when mixed 
•with other substances. 
AYlio can tell, 


except the chemist, what aro tiie com- 
ponent parts of a sausage, polony or 
saveloy? 
Or who can tell by ta>te 


what these parts are?

RAILROAD CONDUCTORS. 


A Kcworder Which Wlllltnproiethe 


Itelntiuttg Between AIlVltuwcB 


oritallwar Employes. 


NEW YOKE, July 12.— A new orgam 


zatiou of railroad conductors will prob- 
a bly ue completed at a meeting in the 
Golemim house iu tliis city to-moirow 
which is destined iu all probability, to 
improve greatly the relation, not only 
between railroad conductors and their 
employers, but between all classes o! 
railroad employes and their companies, 
if the example of ttio members of the 
new association is largely followed, us 
seems likely. 


Tbo organization of tho now associa- 


tion WOB brought abont by what was 
done at the animal conTention of the 
order of railroad conductors, held Jast 
month at Bochiater. According to the 
story toM by one of the eldest and 
most conservative conductors on the 
Morris & Buses division ol the Dela- 
ware, Laokawanna & Western railroad, 
whichjwas fnlly corroborated by others, 
the rales ol the old association con- 
tained a clause wLich absolutely pro- 
hibited the members from engaging in 
s strike. For abont throe jeans the 
western members hare been trying to 
get that non-striking clause eliminated 
from the rules of the order and thin year 
they succeeded in doing BO by a tote of 
2 10 to GO, Urns nuking the association, 
it is asserted, a striking organization.

It Spnim a Cavern Forty live Feet 


Wide in Arizomt. 


Anmng the- great American wondcre, 


says Keorgc F. ICiinz in his "Gems and 
Precious Clones in XorlJi America," is 
(he silicilieil forest known as Chalcedony 
Tark, situated eight miles south of Cor- 
ri/.io, aslalionim the Atlantic anil 1'a- 
cilic Hailroad, in Apache t'ounty,Ari7< 
The country formation is san'dslum 
volcanic ash, and the frees are' exposed 
in gulches and biLsins, where thc w 
has worn the. sandstone awav, or are 
buried bencalh thc sandslonv, their ends 
protruding from between the formatiui 


The localitv was noticed in I«.">:( bv 


the 1'ncilic Hailroad Exploring Survey. 
The jasper aud stgatc gcnemlly repiaceu 
the cell walls anil libres, anil the trans- 
parent quartz liiled the cells nnd inter- 
stices, especially where the structure wi 
broken down by decay. These cell ecu 
tres and cavities produced conditions 
favorable, not only for the deposition of 
silica as quartz, but also for the form- 
ation of the dniKV crystalline cavities of 
quartz and amelhyst'tlmt so increase the 
beauty of the material. 


There is every evidence to show that 


the trees grew beside some inland sea. 
After falling thcv became waterlogged, 
ami, during; decomposition, the cell 
structure of the wood was entirely re- 
ilaced by the silica from the sandstone,

Major John W. Powell, who

question is not associated with volcanic 
material; its matrix is sedimentary." 


The red aud yellow coloring mutter is 


derived from thc oxide of iron in the 
iandstoue, which is red, and the black 
may be due to partial carbonization or to 
oxide of manganese. The bark in nearly 


nry case has been decayed before sili- 


ficatiun. and even part of the other layers 
of the tree is often gone, but the diJier- 
cnce between thc oxidation on the sur- 
face and inside is, that the surface to the 
depth of half an inch h so altered and 
.-hanged, that it has thc appearance of 
bark, and is generally supposed to be 
-itch. 


Tbeic is every indication that the de- 


posit is of considerable depth.

Uudluy examined, 
microscopically noinc sections of thin 
wood, and found that part of It, at least, 
belong* to thc genus Aruucurio. one x|re- 
cic8 of which, Arnucaria cxcelwi, the 
Norfolk Island pine of thc South 1'nciflc 
Ocean, accord Ing to thc same authority, 
grown to a height of 100 to 200 feet.

Though the bottoms o£ bromd ocean* 


are dotted with uioldering heaps of 
Norway pine and English oak, once tloat- 
ing in the form of majestic obips, it is 
upon lonely reefs and desolate, rocky 
coasts that tlio greatest number of diH- 
astore occur. 


From time immemorial, at many points 
•long the Atlantic coast, bnrdy lishornmn 
from rocky headlands nave watched tha 
Btormy ECU for Binna oE a ship in distress.
